committed. 
“ You are not to go seeking for shel­ 
ter as an excuse to avoid an unpleas­ 
ant duty,” he said. 
T he opinion is, in effect, directly 
opposite to one upon the sam e subject 
given by District Attorney Jerom e sev­ 
eral days ago. 
Mr. J e r o m e held that 
there was no ground for the prosecu­ 
tion of insurance officials in connec­ 
tion with the campaign contributions, 
because no intention to defraud had 
been shown.
